GENERAL SROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICE IN THE ARES. 


(a) LABORATORY FACILITIES. The Emergency rublie Health Laboratory 
N6Erfvice provides the District with an excellent bacteriological service - 
FOr some parts of the District it is more convenient, to use the Ipswich 
heavoraLtory, Under theidirectorship of Dr. r. liartin, for the rest of the 
pOLstrict the Laboratory at Cambridg¢ under the directorship of Dr. R.M. Fry, 
is preferable. Both Dr. Martin and Dr. Fry have proved most ready to 
Siscuss anc sdvise on any epidemiological or similar problem. 


Chemical analyses are carried out by Dr. 5S. Greenburgh, Public Analyst, 
Tenison kOad, Cambridge, who also pives an efficient and helpful service. 


(bo) AMBULANCE FACILITIES. These services since July 1953 have been 
pEOvideo Gircctly by the County Council under the direction of Dr. D. A. 
MeGracken, the County Medical Officer of Health.

Peta) WATER. During the year, almost the whole of the District has been 
supplied from the Council's own source at Semer. The arrangements which 
had previously been in force whereby a large amount of water wos drawn in 
bulk from the Thingoe R.D.C. came to an end, no water bcing drawn from this 
Source during the year, although it is still possible to use this supply at 
very short notice in the event of an emergency. 

The Boxford pumping station was taken out of service in Octobur 1957; the 
only other source of supply remaining in opcration being the small one 
serving the Hlmsett housing site and a few ncighbouring cottages. 


Work continucac on the construction of the two subsidiary water towers 
each of 100,000 gallons. At the end of the year work was in hand on the 
tank at Polstead, whilst at Lavenham a start had been made on the 
foundations.

OPINION. 


This water is of very food organic quality and the analysis 
shows no sign of pollution. The analytical results are very similar 
to those obtained with the previous sample, but that was a raw water 
whereas the present somplc has been acrated. The iron content of 
this sample is only about half that of the previous sample, probably 
Veceuse of “the aeration, ‘and the remaining Tron does not appear to be 
Geposited on ope ene The total jharcnes s of the water is 
approximately 25” Clark, about 20° of which is temporary. Metallic 
contamination other than iron was absent and the reaction of the 
water was on the alkaline side of neutrality. Corrosive action on 
metals is therefore not to bu expected. 

In our opvinion this watcr is suitable for drinking and 
gecneral purposcs. 

LINCOLNE SUTTON AND ‘yOOD. 
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Water Samples taken for bacteriological examination in the Cosford 
Rural District totalled 38 and gave the following results:-

The unsatisfactory samples from main supplics were found to be 
contaminated taps - repeat samples were taken in each case and found to be 
satisfactorye 

Owners of the private supplics, where unsatisfactory samples were 
taken, were piven advice on the stcrilisation of their supplics, and where 
mains water was available persuaded to take a mains supply. 


Only two léaks occurrcd in the mains during the years; these were both 
at the Great Grecn housing site at Cockfield. 


Die cnvehsTOnV Or tie mains in) small.diameter pipe was carried out in 
April to serve Priory Farm and Gate Farm, Elmscett, and the adjoining 
eottages, a total of 10 dwellings. 


The table on page 7 shows the numbcr of houses within the district 
at the cnd of 1957 with a mains water supply. To this figure can be 
adeed 5 dwellings connected to the mains supply of the Melford R.D.C. 


It will be sven that some 82% have a supply of mains water into the 
house and 5/7. have a standpipe supply. 


The inercasc in the above figures during the last twelve months has 
not been large. However, with a relatively small number of houses not 
eEomnceted to the mains, it is becoming increasingly difficult to effect a 
very large improvement.

Efforts ar. being made to persuade the owners to connect their houses 
to the mains where the supoplics are from doubtful sources. It is 
considered that 27 of these sources arc unsatisfactory. 


No carting of water was necessary during the year. 
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(ii) Drainage & Sewerage 

The three largest and most built-up parishes in the Rural District, 
(Bildeston, Lavenham and Boxford, including 20 houses in Sherbourne Street, 
Edwardstone), have modern sewerage and sewage disposal facilities, Al- 
though it is not possible on financial grounds to extend sewerage facili- 
ties to the remoter parts of these villages > facilities are available to 
serve 962 dwellings which represents 87% of the total houses in the three 
parishes, Of this number 883 (793 ‘6 of the total houses) are connected 
to the public sewers and have nates closets, As illustrated in the 
following tables 92% of the dwellings which can be served ey the public 
Sewers have been provided with water closets. 


This very high proportion of dwellings connected to the public 
Sewers is accounted for by the co-operation of property owners and the 
financial inducement of £15 towards the cost of conversion of E.Cs. to 
WeCs. offered by the Council where schemes were carried out within a 
stated time after the completion of the sewerage schemes, 


Where the cooperation of owmers has not been obtained, the Council 
have secured the provision of W.Cs, and drainage by Statutory Notices, 
The remaining dwellings on the routes of sewers but not yet provided with 
W.eCs, and drainage are mostly houses scheduled for sluwn clearance pro= 
cedure. 


The Council have given instructions to their Consulting Engineers to 
prepare schemes for the sewerage of the parishes of Kersey and Monks 
Eleigh,

Sewerage systems and sewage disposal works at 12 housing sites within the 
Rural District. In some cases it has also been possible to arrange for 
neighbouring properties to be connected to the system,

4,109 houses is 33% of the 3,368 total number of houses in the Dis~ 
trict. 44 houses were connected for the first time in 1957. 


During 1957 a new housing site sewage disposal works was constructed 
at Mackenzie Place, Cockfield to serve 2). dwellings, This works, 
comprising a settlement tank, aerating percolating filter and humus 
tank and land irrigation system, replaced an inadequate and redundant 
scheme, 


Maintenance work at the three village sevage disposal works at 
Bildeston, Boxford and Lavenham and at the 12 housing site disposal 
works is carried out under the supervision of the Surveyor, The main~ 
tenance staff consists of a sewage works attendant and one assistant 
with some assistance from the two cesspool emptying crew in desludging 
the smaller housing site works, The extent of this work is growing 
and it becomes more and more difficult to maintain a high standard of 
maintenance with the existing staff, 


The cutting of grass growing on the large areas of land surround~ 
ing works is a time absorbing job, especially during a wet summer, 
As the number of houses connected to the sewers increases, so does the 
large quantities of sludge which have to be dealt with at the disposal 
works. 


The mechanisation of the work of moving sludge from the sludge 
lagoons by means of a “Rearloda" scoop fitted to a tractor has helped 
this side of the work to a very marked degree, The work of adapting 
the sludge lagoons to enable the tractor to be used is proceeding. 

The speeding up of the emptying of sludge lagoons has enabled more 
frequent desludging of the works to take place and better effluents 

can be discharged into the streams. Free mechanical loading of sludge 
onto farmers! trailers is offered but few farmers are interested in taking 
sludge and the Sludge is, for the most part, dumped on the periphery of 
the disposal site, where further drying can take place away from the 
lagoons. 


During the year samples of effluent were taken by Officials of the 
Essex River Board Pollution Prevention and Fisheries Department from three 
village works and from four of the housing site disposal works with the 
following results:~

The ten samples that were slightly unsatisfactory contained 5 to 10 
parts per million suspended matter more than the standard of 30 parts 
per million. 


It is anticipated that the increased desludging now possible since 
the introduction of mechanised sludge removal, will produce more samples 
in the future that will comply with the high standards that the Essex 
River Board require of effluents discharged into the streams. 


2. Rivers & Streams 
The Rivers Brett and Box and their tributorics flow through the three most 
heavily populated areas in the Rural District, Bildeston 3 Boxford and 
Lavenham, These three parishes are served by public sewers and 92% of 
the dwellings on the route of the sewers have drainage facilities, thus 
very much curtailing pollution of the Rivers at these places, 


Pollution of the River Brett takes place at Monks Eleigh and Kersey 
where ancient drains empty their contents into the Rivers without treatment, 
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The Council's Consulting Engineers, Messrs, Lemon & Hlizarc, have been 
instructed to prepare schemes of seworage and sewage disposal for these 
two parish=s for submission to the ilimistxy of Housing and Lecai 
Government. to obtain approval for financial assistance under the 
Rurej. Water Supplies and Sewerage Act, 1346 in the case of Monks 
Eleigh, agreement has been reached with the owner of land chosen for a 
disposal site and negotiations are in progress at Sersey, 


At the Mackenzie Place, Cockficld housing site, an oid Gisposal 
works has been scrapped and a new works instalied to improve the efflu- 
ent discharged from this sites 


During the year several private drainage systems were constructed 
by private individuals whose properties were not served by public 
sewers, In no case was an cverflow allowed into a ditch or stream, 
but the effluents either being soaked into the land or removed from 
watervight cesspools with the cesspool empticr, 


3. (1) Closet Accommodation 
The table on page 6 records that 14109 (33%) of the 3,368 houses in the 
District have waber closets and drainage connected to the public scwers 
or Council housing site sewage disposal works, During the year 41 
dwellings were provided with watex closets connected to Council owned 
disposal schemes, Many of the houses in the remainder of the Dise 
trict have W.0Se connscted to private disposal schemes, 


The Council use their statutory powers under the Public Health 
Acé, 1936, to Secure the provision of W.Cs. in appropriate cases, and 
during 1957 WeCse were provided as a result of Statutory Notices a 
follows:= Bildeston 13 Boxford 2; Edvwardstone 4, and Lavenham 65

The EeCss at the “White Hart Inn", Boxford, "Compasses Inn", Boxfordy 
and the "Swan Inn", Boxford, have been converted to WeCse during the year 
and connected to the public sewers, 


The Cosford R,™C,. made provision for the drainage of the Boxford 
VePe School in 1950, 


The West Suffolk Gounty Council have put in hand the work of improve= 
ments to the very insanitary closet accommodation at the VeP. School, 
(The work has been completed at the time of writing this report). 


The availability of mains water to 92% of the dwellings in the,.Dis- 
tcict has enabled many owners to provide their dwellings with W.Cs, and 
drainage facilities, The Council encourage cwners to take advantage 
of Improvement Grants under the Housing Act, 194.9, and so ensure the 
provision of sinks, baths, hot water systems, in addition to W.Cs. and 
drainagee Conversion of FCs, to W,CSe and the provision of private 
drainage schemes have taken place at the undermentioned licensed premises:~ 
"Gock Inn", Brent Eleigh, “Fox and Hounds", Groton, “Red Rose", Lindsey 
and "The Bull", Monks Eleigh, 
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A measure of additional private drainage schemes can be seen in a 
57% increase in the number of private cesspools emptied during the years 


There are still 22 parishes which are not served by public sewers. 
Collection of nightsoil was carried out twice weckly in the unsewered 
part of Boxford and in Kersey and a once weekly collection in the un- 
seered portions of Bildeston and Lavenham and in the parishes of 
Brettenham, Groton, Monks Eleigh and Whatfield, Requests for the 
service to be extended have been received, but the Dennis Cesspool 
Emptier is working to maximum capacity, In addition to the collec~ 
tion of nightsoil the vehicle is used for desludging housing site 
sewage disposal works and the emptying of private cesspools and septic 
tarks et¢ce This latter service has increased by 57% over the previous 
years aS can be seen from the following table:-~

There has been no alterations in the refuse collection arrangements 
during the year, The "kerbside" system of collection is in force, 
The working of overtime each week to enable the whole of the parish 
of Lavenham to be dealt with in one day, authorised by the Council in 
1955, continued, This allows an improved service to other villages. 
The collection schedule now operating provides for a weekly collection 
in the more built-up areas of Bildeston, Boxford and Lavenham, a fort~ 
nightly collection in the parishes of Aldham, Brent Eleigh, Brettenham, 
Cockfield, Edwardstone, Groton, Hitcham, Kersey, Layham, Monks Eleigh, 
Nedging=with-Naughton, Elmsett, Polstead and Wattishamy and a monthly 
collection in the remaining cight parishes, Chelsworth, Kettlebaston, 
Lindsey, Milden, Preston St. Mary, Semer, Thorpe Morieux, ihatfield, 


Ratepayers use the service more and more and it becomes increas= 
ingly difficult to carry out a regular collection with one refuse 
vehicle without the men worlcing excessive overtime, During the year 
the refuse tip at Boxford became full, This pit was a very untidy 
place which had been used for indiscriminate tipping prior to being 
taken over by the Council, It has now been reclaimed and handed back 
to the owner to form a useful part of his land, The loss of this tip 
has added to the difficulties of maintaining the service having added 
a considerable mileage as all refuse from the Boxford area now has to 
be taken to the Semer tip. The tip at Monks Eleigh is rapidly filling 
and the greater part of the refuse is tipped at Semer where reclaimation 
of a disused gravel working is in progress, 


The tips are regularly treated to control fly and rodent infestation.

It is the policy of the Housing Committee to bring all pre-war houses 
that are lacking in amenities up to standard as quickly as possible and 
plans and specifications are being prepared by the Surveyor's Department to 
enable tenders to be obtained, 


During the year the modernisation of 6 pre-war Council houses at Boxford 


took place. 


These houses were provided with baths, W.Cs., hot water systems, 


etc, 3 post-war houses at Thorpe Moricux and 8 at Layham, which were built 
before mains water supply was available and had to make do with improvised 
sanitary arrangements, have now been completed by the provision of hot water 
systems, baths and W,Cs, 


At Cockfieid 4. Council ovmed concrete bungalows that were unfit have 
been demolished and the occupiers re-housed in new houses erected on adjoining 


plots. 


(b) Improvement Grants 

The Council encouraged the submission of applications for Improvement 
Grants as in past years, Grants amounting to Elpg 526 were approved in res= 
pect of 19 dwellings.

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(c) Meat and Other Foods 

Very little meat is Slaughtered in this District, the greater part 
being bought by the butchers from meat wholCsalers, Licences to 
Slaughter are in force in respect of two premises in Bildeston, one at 
Boxford and one at Cockfield. The only slaughterhouse in regular use 
is at Bildeston where the butcher concerned slaughters animals that 
have been raised on his own and other local farms, resulting in the 
sale of a very high quality meat, One butcher at Boxford occasionally 
slaughters cattle, but the remaining slaughterhouses are used occas= 
ionally mainly for slaughtering pigs which have been raised by the 
butchers concerned, 


All the premises used, whilst not of model byelaw standards, are 
maintained in clean condition and the butchers co-operate in every way 
with the public health inspection to ensure that a clean and wholesome 
product is sold to the public, 


No horses are slaughtered for human consumption in the District 
and there are no shops selling horse meat for human consumption. 


During the year all the premises to which the Food Hygiene Re~ 
gulations, 1955 applied (including Public héuses) were inspected, 
Co-operation fron shopkeepers and licensees was f orthcoming all being 
anxious to bring their premises up to the required standards, A 
gradual improvement of fixtures and fittings is taking place. 


Mains water is piped into every food shop and licensed house in 
the District, Where public sewers are available all the premises have WeCe 
-and drainage schemes have been arranged. Where electricity is available, 
many Shopkeepers and licensees have installed electric geysers to provide 
a supply of constant hot water, This has proved especially useful where 
the shop or bar sink fittings are remote from the domestic hot water 
system,
